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CHURCH OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD, Kensington, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


The 75-year-old stone building in which the congregation 
of the Church of the Good Shepherd worships, is on East Cum- 
berland Street. The building is in structurally sound con- 
dition and presents the appearance of a traditionally Epis- 
copal Church. The parish hall is part of the same unit and 
is reported to need no improvements. The rectory is close to 
the other church property and is also reported to be in good 
condition, needing no improvements. 


THE CHURCH NEIGHBORHOOD 


Cumberland Avenue is a major thoroughfare in the commu- 
nity of Kensington, which is comprised of both industrial and 
residential land uses. Many of the dwellings in the vicinity 
of the church property are row-houses, predominately composed 
of single-family units, but with some occupied by more than 
one family and some having been converted to rooming-houses. 
The community is a fairly stable one, most people owning their 
own homes and moving only infrequently. 


Philadelphia has been divided into numerous tracts by the 
United States Census Bureau and for the purposes of this Sur- 
vey, the tract in which the church buildings are located, 31-A, 
and the six adjacent tracts, have been designated as the parish 
area for the Church of the Good Shepherd. The following tables 
give population changes and characteristics for those seven 
tracts. The first table shows that in at least four of the 
tracts, the population decreased substantially from 1950 to 
1960. It also shows that the population includes a sizeable 
proportion of youngsters, as well as a moderate proportion of 
adults aged 65 or more. The non-white population and the Puerto 
Rican population vary in relative size from tract to tract.

The next table gives information оп the education of adults, 
aged 25 years or more as of 1960. "Median education" refers to 
the median number of years of formal education completed by those 
adults. As can be seen, those adults who have had 12 or more 
years of school are in the minority, comprising less than 20% of 
the total. The column which gives the percentage of the popula- 
tion which lived in the same house in 1960 às in 1955 gives some 
information on the rate of transiency.

Тһе last table shows the strength of the Episcopal Church 
and the relative strength of the Church of the Good Shepherd 
in the parish area. It should be borne in mind that the Epis- 
copal Church throughout Philadelphia reaches people equal in 
number to 2.0% of the 1960 population. In the parish area of 
the Church of the Good Shepherd, only one census tract, 25-А, 
comes close to that level.

The table is based upon the membership map submitted by 
the various churches, including the Church of the Good Shepherd. 
There is some question as to the map which the congregation 
submitted, showing as it does the places of residence of 138 
individuals. It may be that the map shows the location of fam- 
ily units rather than of individuals. If that is the case, the 
proportion of Episcopalians in the various tracts must be raised 
Somewhat. in any event, the table does show the proportion of 
Good Shepherd's congregation which is to found in the various 
areas. The major concentration of members is in Census Tract 
31-B, across Trenton Avenue from the church. The congregation 
finds just over half of its members within the arbitrary par- 
ish area. 


THE CHURCH PROGRAM 


On the usual Sunday morning about 46% of the baptized 
members are to be found in services and in classes. That 
level of attendance is in line with the most frequently re- 
ported attendance figures throughout the church. There is 
some question, however, as to the figures reported. The 
Church Self-Study Form is not clear as to whether the church 
school attendance, meeting at 12:15, is in addition to the 
11:00 service attendance. The size of the baptized member- 
ship is also a subject for some questioning. A general 
rule-of-thumb is that the church school enrollment plus the 
communicant strength is equal to about the baptized member- 
ship. ТЕ that rule is carried out in the case of the Church 
of the Good Shepherd, the baptized membership would equal 
354, rather than 295. There would seem to be an under-re- 
porting of the baptized membership or an over-reporting of 
the communicant strength. A further question is introduced 
by the membership map, showing as it does only 138 places of 
residence. That figure does not compare with the total num- 
ber of families and individuals, shown on Page K-7 of the 
Church Self-Study Form to be 172. 


The church school is reported to have an unusually high 
attendance, the low figure being 72 out of 84 teachers and 
students. The teacher-training is reported to be rather in- 
adequate, which may be associated with the difficulty which 
the Self-Study reports in the recruiting of teachers. The 
Self-Study Form also notes that the parish hall is not really 
adequate for class purposes, its layout necessitating the use 
of one large hall for several classes. There does not appear 
to be any studying by adults about the church and its teachings, 
or their application to present day circumstances. 


Of the annual income of approximately $15,600.00, about 
26% comes from the pledges of the members. Plate offerings 
comprise an additional 42%, a rather unusual proportion. There 
seems to be a considerable amount of dependence upon organi- 
zations and special activities for fund raising. The annual 


pledged income seems to be $15.00 per communicant, an ex- 
tremely low figure in comparison with the diocesan pledged 
income of $46.00 a year. 


The rector, who is also the rector of Emmanuel Church, 
reports making only eight calls each week on behalf of the 
congregation. There is no report of any participation by 
lay members of the congregation in the task of reaching new 
members or of keeping in touch with present members. 


The congregation apparently depends upon the rector to 
be its representative in the community, including the direct- 
ing of work with Scouts. The congregation also takes only a 
minimal part in diocesan affairs, sending delegates to con- 
ventions and convocations, but doing relatively little other- 
wise.

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REPORTED MEMBERSHIP FROM MAPS 


Mention has already been made of the questions arising 
from the 138 residences shown on the membership map. It is 
not clear whether they represent family units or individuals. 
In either case, there is a discrepancy between the figures 
shown on the map and the figures shown in the Church Self- 


Study Form. 


The congregation has a fairly wide distribution for such 
a small group of people, and the coverage of the area around 
the church is not at all solid coverage. It is rather sur- 
prising to find only 15.9% of the congregation living in the 
same census tract as the church. The largest grouping re- 
ported is that in Census Tract 3l-B, to the southeast of the 


Church property. 
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REPORTED MEMBERSHIP AND FINANCIAL DATA FROM JOURNALS 


For the purposes of this Survey, figures were gathered 
from Diocesan Journals for every fifth year from 1940 to 
1960 and for the next three years. Those figures and com- 
putations based on them may be found оп the following page. 
The next few paragraphs are intended to highlight the data 
contained therein, rather than to provide a complete analy- 
sis. 


From 1950 to 1960, a time when the population of the par- 
ish area showed a decrease, the baptized membership of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd maintained a constant level, the 
communicant strength increased by 15.2% and the church school 
membership increased by 12.5%. Since that time, 1960-63, the 
reported baptized membership has fluctuated as have the com- 
municant strength and the church school membership. Over the 
three years, however, the baptized membership has risen, the 
communicant strength has risen slightly, and the church school 
enrollment has dropped. 


Earlier in the report, reference was made to an apparent 
inconsistency in the membership figures. An application of 
the rule-of-thumb mentioned at that time gives rise to a simi- 
lar question when applied to figures gathered from the Diocesan 
Journal. There seems to be too few baptized members or too 
many communicants. 


From 1961 through 1963, the number of baptisms averaged 
5.3% of the communicant strength while the ratio of confirma- 
tions to the number of communicants was 5.676. Those figures 
compare favorably with the average for the Kensington area Epis- 
copal churches, 4.4% for baptisms and 4.5% for confirmations. 
The corresponding figures for the churches in Philadelphia as 
a whole are 3.7% for baptisms and 3.1% for confirmations, the 
corresponding figures for the diocese are 3.9% for baptisms and 
4.0% for confirmations. 
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One indication of the financial support given to a соп- 
gregation by its members may be found in the expenditures 
per communicant. From 1961 through 1963, the average annual 
expenditure per communicant for the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd was $66.45. That figure should be compared with the 
Kensington area average of $56.22, the Philadelphia average 
of $78.57, and the diocesan average of $73.71. 


During that same period of time, the Church of the Good 
Shepherd set aside for work outside of the parish only 8.0% 
of the total reported expenditures. The Kensington area 
ratio was 10.0%, the Philadelphia ratio was 12.2%, and the dio- 
cesan ratio was 14.9%.

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DATA ON THE CONGREGATION 


The Episcopal Census for the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd give at least partial information on 340 persons, of 
whom 40 are not members of the Episcopal Church. The data 
contained in the census are presented in detail on the ac- 
companying tables and graphs. The next few paragraphs 
point out some of the highlights, but are not intended to be 
a complete summary. 


Age and Sex Distribution: Of 335 respondents, 103 are 
men, 124 are women, 43 are school-age boys, 42 are school- 
age girls, and 21 are pre-school children. There was a total 
of 85 school-age children and 106 youngsters under the age of 
20, figures which should be compared with the church school 
enrollment of 70. Youngsters under 15 years of age comprised 
23.8% of the respondents, a lower proportion than is reported 
for the population of any of the tracts in the parish area. 
Adults aged 65 or more are relatively more numerous in the 
congregation of the Church of the Good Shepherd than in the 


community, 14.4% as against a maximum of 10.8% in the community. 


Occupation: Of 340 respondents, 35.7% are regularly em- 
ployed for wages or salaries. Clerical workers comprised the 
largest of the income earning categories, while students made 
up the largest single category. 


Previous Affiliation: There are 10 persons who reported 
membership in another church group before becoming Episcopa- 
lians. That figure is equal to 4% of the 230 communicants re- 
ported in the census and represents a unusually low level of 
"converts." 


Education: The congregation of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd has a substantially higher level of formal education 
than does the population of the parish area, 45.3% of the 
adults having had 12 or more years of classes. 
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DISCUSSION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


THE CHURCH OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD, Kensington, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania 


The information concerning the Church of the Good 
Shepherd presents a mixture of apparent strengths 
and weaknesses which deserve close study by the 
congregation. In terms of numbers, for instance, the 
Church of the Good Shepherd increased its membership, generally. 
from 1940 through 1963, at a time when the population 
of the immediate area was decreasing. The figures used 
were taken from the Diocesan Journals, and although a 
slight decrease in communicant strength is reported since 
1961, the overall picture is one of gain. At the same 
time, it should be noted that the map submitted by 
the Church of the Good Shepherd suggests that there are 
fewer families and unrelated individuals, 138 in all, 
than are reported in the Church Self-Study Form, 172 
in all. Since it is generally found that the membership 
map is the most accurate reporting of the strength of a 
congregation, it may be that the Church of the Good 
Shepherd has actually lost members although that loss 
may not show up in written reports. 


The attendance at church services and classes is 
high, about 73% of the reported baptized members attending 
church on the usual Sunday, according to the Church Self- 
Study Form. Such a level of attendance is not frequently 
found,and the General Division of Research and Field Study 
would appreciate any suggestions as to the factors behind 
such a commendable report. At the same time, it should 
be noted that almost half as many confirmed persons 
have lost most of their contact with the church as are 
to be found in regular attendance. There are 70 confirmed 
persons who did not attend church during the year 
preceding the Survey, and about 150 persons who attended 
church regularly. Such a high proportion of lapsed 
communicants would seem to be a cause of concern to the 
congregation.

It is reported that the rector is active in work 
with youngsters and the Episcopal Census figures are 
interesting in this regard. The congregation has a 
high proportion of adults over the age of 65, 14.49, but still 
finds about 24% of its members under the age of 15. 
It is to be hoped that such attention to work with 
youngsters, leading as it does to contact with their 
parents, will be continued and that many members of 
the congregation will assist the rector in his work. 


A matter of concern about the work with youngsters 
is the relatively weak program of Christian education. 
Teachers are poorly trained, according to the Church 
Self-Study Form, the willingness of adults to serve 
as teachers is low, the class facilities are poor, and 
there is no report of any studying being done by the 
adults. ТЕ is probable that all of these considerations 
are closely connected. It is certainly true that adults 
are less than willing to teach youngsters if they feel 
themselves to be poorly prepared. Most Episcopal laymen 
and women are, in fact, not well equipped to handle the 
often searching questions which youngsters can ask. 
It is strongly urged that the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
in cooperation with Diocesan and National Church Departments 
of Education, place a great deal of stress upon the 
training of teachers. Perhaps the most effective way 
to train teachers, however, is for a large proportion of 
the adults to study, in order that there may be a reservoir 
of knowledge, and not just a skeleton staff of teachers. 


Another aspect of adult education is that of training 
for participation in the life of the parish. The Church 
Self-Study Form, together with other data, suggest^ that 
most of the responsibility for the parish rests upon the 
rector.  Admirable as the rector's efforts may be, 
such dependence upon one person is not wise in terms of 
long-range planning, and often results in a feeling of 
short-range irresponsibility on the part of the laity. 
Perhaps education should be aimed at encouraging leadership 
from within a congregation. 
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Ав а result of increased knowledge of the message of 
Christianity by the adults, and after working through the 
implications of the message in practical terms, many 
congregations have found their members more ready to 
welcome newcomers into their midst, to speak 
about the Church to acquaintances, and even to support 
the work of the parish and the Church as a whole with 
larger shares of their experience, time, and income. 


Perhaps some of the craftsmenship which the members 
of the congregation possess might be turned to the 
enhancement of the attractiveness, both inside and out, 
of the buildings of the congregation. The present 
structures are beloved and comfortable to the members, 
put there are many ways in which the parish hall, for 
instance, could be brightened up even without major 
structual changes. The church school, of course, does 
need more adequate class space, but that is a major 
enterprise; to be undertaken only after the congregation 
has prepared itself to support the work of the church 
with greater financial strength.
